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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-11, 21, 22, 34, 35, 42 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 4, it is not clear as to what constitutes "jaw-like", line 2. 

With respect to claims 21, 34 and 42, the recitation of "may" renders the claims 
indefinite. It is unclear as to whether the cable drum does or does not have left- and right-hand 
grooves because of the use of "may", line 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3, 17-20, 24-31, 33-39, 41-48 and 51-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent no. 4,496,063 to Ishii et al. 
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Ishii discloses, among other things, a motorized lifter wherein the motorized lifter 
comprises tongs; a motorized hoist having an electric motor and a computer system controlling 
the electric motor for controlling the operation thereof. 

A stator and rotor are not explicitly stated in the reference but these components are 
commonly found in electric hoists and therefore would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art. 

The method steps recited in claims 45-48 and 51-56 would inherently result from the use 
of the motorized lifter of Ishii et al as advanced above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4-11,13-16, 21-23, 32, 40, 49 and 50 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed March 2, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.
